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AFROTC - Bootstrappers 
Add New Books To Library

The 470th AFROTC Detach- 
ment members and the boot- 
strappers on campus have 
begun to add books to the AF- 
ROTC library located in the ad- 
ministration building, .° 

Lt. Col. E. P. Ratti, Pro- 
fessor of Air Science, said that 
funds to buy the books come 
from the welfare fund that re- 
sults from profits of Base Ex- 
changes. 

He explained that “all mem- 
bers of the Armed Forces receive 
a share of the profits. The 
funds are dispersed by the ma- 
jor commands and in the case 
of a base are used to operate 
dayrooms, hobby shops and 
other recreational facilities.” 

Colonel Ratti explained that 
since the bootstrappers and the 
detachment members are active 
members of the Armed Forces 
they receive their part of the 
welfare fund and then. put it 
to use buying books for the 
AFROTC library. 

“The funds,” he explained, 
“cannot be spent on just any- 
thing. A board must meet and 
make suggestions, then as ap- 


proving authority he must de- 
eide if the items will be of 
use to all who have contributed 
to the fund.” 

“We receive about $1.25 per 
man here at the University and 
have bought several books fur 
our library, athletic equipment 


and financed the bootstrappers 


coffee hours in the student cen- 
ter,” he added.

Program Instruction Will Help 
students Raise Sagging Grades 


A foundation necessary for 
the study of basic modern 
mathematics is utilized by Pro- 
gram Textbooks in four Omaha 
University math classes. 


“The program instruction 
makes use of step by step op- 
eration,” according to Assist- 
ant Professor Benjamin. Stern, 
math department. Mr. Stern ex- 
pects good results from the 
method if students work at it, 


The student uses the program 
textbook by placing a sheet of 
paper or a card over the writ- 
ten material. Each page con- 
tains a set of frames which 
presents information and re- 
quires response. 
slides the sheet of paper down 
_ the page until three dots ap- 
pear. This is a signal to read 
the material above. 

The frame may call for a 
response which the student 
writes down on paper. Next the 
sheet is slid down to uncover 
the correct answer. If the stu- 
dent answer is not correct he 
must check to find why before 
going on to the next frame. 


The student — 


At the end of each set of 
frames (called units) a mastery 
test is taken. The students an- 
swers may be compared with 
those in the key at the end of 
the book. 

Finally, the instructor will 
provide the student with a unit 
test to check if material was 
covered, : 

“The class period is spent 
emphasizing the important ele- 
ments of the text and then 
used to correct difficulties.” 
stated Associate Professor Har- 
ry L. Rice, Math department. 

Mr. Stern and Mr. Rice use 
the program textbook in classes 
they instruct. 

Students, by following the in- 
structions for the program, can 
learn the subject matter of the 
book with a minimum of out- 
side assistance. The students 
should study the program text- 
book about seven hours a week. 

What are the results expected 
from the mathematics depart- 
ment? The students should have 
better grades, understand the 
nature of mathematics and be 
able to answer the question why.

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Record Number Students Quality — 
For Distinction Degrees In June 


The University Committee on 
Honors and Degrees With Dis- 
tinction announced this week 
that 27 students have academ- 
ically qualified to graduate 
with distinction in June. 

“This by far is the largest 
number of students to qualify 
for this honor since the pro- 
gram went into effect in the 
early 1940’s,” said Committee 
Chairman Dr. W. C. B. Lam- 
bert. : 

Qualifications for a student 
to graduate with distinction in- 
clude a 3.0 general average and 
a 3.4 average in his major 
field. The student also has to 
be nominated for the honor by 
his major advisor. 

Meeting the academic re- 
quirements does not assure the 
students of graduating with 
distinction. 

“We have two plans for the 
candidates to complete their re- 
quirements for this honor,” said 
Dr. Lambert. 

Plan A requires the candi- 
date to take two three-hour 
exams which will be given in 
April. The first exam will cov- 
er the candidate’s major field 
of study. The second will be an 
intensive exam within the can- 
didate’s more concentrated area 
of study within his major. 

Plan B requires a thesis or a 
creative project to be submit- 
ted by the candidate. These 
will be judged by recognized 
experts not on the faculty of 
OU. 

Candidates passing either 
Plan A or Plan B will then be 
required to take a one-hour 


oral exam. Candidates passing 


_ that test will be awarded their 


degrees with honor and dis- 
tinction at the commencement 
in June. 

With an eye to more strin- 
gent requirements in the fu- 
ture, Dr. Lambert revealed that 
his committee has just submit- 
ted a revamped program to 
the University Curriculum Com- 
mitte for approval. 

“We have spent 15 months 
reviewing honors programs of 
other universities and colleges,” 
he said. “This new plan is de- 
signed to make a degree with 
distinction a much more covet- 
ed honor.”
